Educational. 

The public achool system of British 
Columbia is costing at the rate of four 
dollars a year to every man, woman 
and child in the country, aborigines 
oxcoptod. It is not the amount with 
which Ave would find fault. On the 
contrary, we should have been pleased 
to have seen sixty thousand, instead of 
forty thousand dollars available for edu- 
cational purposes this year. But it is 
a sort of duty to critically examine re- 
sults, and seo what valuo the country is 
really receiving for this considerable 
tax. The total number of children in 
the Province between live and sixteen 
years of age is computed to bo 17 08. 
Of these, 750 are in Victoria, leaving 
1018 to the other towns and outlying 
Districts. Of those in Victoria, only 
210 are reportod as attending the pub- 
lic schools. Of thoso outsido of Vic- 
toria, 514 are reported in attendance. 
Thus wo find that tho appropriation is 
equal to a fraction over fifty-live dol- 
lars a year for every child attending 
the public schools! It will be noted 
that, of tho children of school age out- 
side of this city, a fraction over one- 
half are reported in attendance; while 
of those in the city, considerably less 
than one-third attend the public 
schools. In the natural course of 
things, one would expect these condi- 
tions to bo reversed, inasmuch as the 
facilities for attending school in the 
city are very much greater than in the 
country. Of courso wo all know the 
reason of this disparity. It is not that 
the education of the children of the 
Capital is neglected to the extent tho 
above figures would imply; but it is 
simply because they are for the most 
part being educated at private or de- 
nominational schools. It has been 
stated in previous articles upon this 
subject that, to be fair to all, free 
State education must be good enough 
for all. Now, the reason why ho large 
a proportion of the children in this 
community still seek education in pri- 
vate or denominational schools is just 
because the public schools do not fully 
meet tho public want. The great ma- 
jority of the boys (90) and the girls 
(120) now attending the public schools 
of this city nre in tho elementary 
branches; and there exists but little 
facility for forming classes in the 
higher brunches. As elementary schools, 
those now in existence are doubtless ad- 
mirably conducted institutions; nnd they 
are provided with a staff of teachers who 
nre in all probability quite competent to 
impart instruction in tho higher branches, 
but -whatever may bo tho abilities of the 
teachers, it is obviously impossible to 
make those pcIiooIb answer tho double 
purpose of elementary aiul high schools. 
Not until there is a high school shall we 
have a right to expect that the people 
generally will avail themaelves of the 
State educational system. It may pos- 
sibly be said that if the people prefer to 
send their children to private or denom- 
inational schools, while contributing their 
full quota towards Stato schools, that is 
their own affair, and tho State hits no 
right to interfere. This is true in a sense, 
but only in a very restricted Koii6e. It is 
unfair to tho taxpayer that he should bo 
compelled to contribute his full share to- 
wards the maintenance of free schools 
and, at the same time, leave him to pro- 
vide at his own expense that higher edu- 
cation denied him at the State schools. 
And whatevor is unfair cannot be endur- 
ing or successful, although it may be pa- 
tiently suffered for a time. It will have 
been inferred trom tho general drift of 
our remarks that the object of the present 
nrticle is to advocate the establishment in 
this city of an institution, call it school 
or college, in which tho children of tho 
taxpayers may receive a liberal education, 
thus at once obviating tho necessity for 
paying a heavy tax in support of private 
or denominational schools and the still 
heavier tax of seeking abroad that educa- 
tion which cannot bo obtained at anv 
price in tho Province. Until this is done, 
tho operations of our school system must 
continuo to apply unfairly, especially in 
so far us this community is concerned; 
and to continue to operate unfairly in re- 
spect of a community counting' near!- 
one-half of tho entire civilized population 
and contributing not far from one-half of 
the entire taxation, is to fail of success. 
There is reason to believe that t ho desir- 
ability of establishing a high 
Victoria dining the present 
pressed upon the nttention of' tho 
Ministry, at the proper timo. Tho desir- 
ability of tho thing was admitted; but tho 
plea of iinpeeuniosity was urged. Lot us 
seo how far circumstances justified the 
plea. At the very moment it was urged 
tho Ministry were actually engaged in 
creating a now governmental department! 
This now department, with all the contin- 
gencies and allowances, will not cost tho 
country less than seven thousand dol- 
lars a year, an amount far more than suf 
ficioiit to establish and maintain 
thorough ofiicioncy such an educational 
institution as is wanted. And what value 
is the country to receive from tho crea- 
tion of this now department? "Minister 
of finance!" Tho entire local revenue of 
tlio country is only nbout one hundred 
thousand dollars, — less than passes 
through thi» hands of a clerk in a respect- 
able commercial house. Yf»t wo must 
havo ft "Minister of Finance:" aud not 



only so, but an Audit Clerk and a first and 
second clerk to tho aforesaid Minister. 
Could anything bo more utterly farcical ? 
There is tho Attorney-General and tho 
Provincial Secretary, who will not have 
on an averago one hour's work a day, 
save during the session of the Legislature, 
and they get five dollars a day extra for 
that. Surely with a good Audit Clerk, 
as in the past, either of these officers could 
havo looked after what littlo revonuo 
comes in. For several years past tho 
Provincial Secretary has had charge ol 
the financial department, when tho re- 
venues coming in were very much largor 
than they are now. Was it found that 
hii double duties wore too much 
for him '? Or wore the finances worso 
managed then than previously, when there 
was a distinct head to tho financial de- 
partment ? Will they bo better managed 
now ? Tho reader may well be left to 
answer these questions. And yot tho 
country has bean mulcted in some seven 
thousand dollars additional annual ex- 
penditure for the foolish luxury of a 
"Minister of Finance," while the struggl- 
ing settler is left without a trail, nnd the 
youthful intellect is left to starve, and all 
under the pretext that there is no money 
to spare! But what of it? Has not the 
Premier stated that largo salaries are es- 
sential to the "dignity" of Ministers; and 
that many Ministers are essential to a 
"strong Government?" A Government 
must needs bo strong to perpetrate such 
injustice with impunity. It remains to 
bo seen whether the present Government 
is strong enough for that.

Tin new explosive, called dualine, was 
tried yesterday at the Corporation quarry, 
in tin' presence of a number of con tractors, 
civil engineers, members of the pros* and 
others. Pour holes, ranging in depth 
fron five to seven feet, had been drilled 
into the solid nick, and then wore charged 
with dualine, which, boing exploded, only 
a sight whiz of sound and whirl of mate- 
ria ensued, but on approaching the spot, 
whare the holes had been bored, a continu- 
oiu slit in tho rook, at least sixty feet in 
lergth and eight foot deep was found to 
oicist. The front portion of the rock was 
scored by the explosion, but was not 
■haltered. It is said that, this preparation 
is Adapted to the getting out of large 
bbeks, free from fracture. To show its 
capability in another direction a boulder 
weighing some thirty tons, being charged 
with it and fired, was blown to shivers. A 
onrtridge was also put into a spring of 
water and discharged by electricity, with 
a power apparently equal to w hat it would 
hive produced in a dry hole.

From Chambers' Journal. 

In tho year 1817, two Englishmen 
arrived in Ostend, and from their mov- 
ments appeared to be two singular 
originals. Ouo was short, Ktout, and 
red haired; theotlur hill and thin. 
The short ono was named Richard 
Mowbray, mid his tall companion was 
William jeatherington. Both wore in 
tho prime of life, between forty-five and 
fifty-live. From head to foot both wore 
gentlemen, and their passports wereiu 
the best order and regularity. Upon 
stepping ashore they were conducted, 
at their' desire, to tho Scheldt inn, in 
the Gudulo street. The host was by 
name Rysvoorfc, and his inn had by no 
means the best reputation in Ostend. 
Tho innkeeper was of course enchanted 
by tho arrival of such unlooked-for 
"•nests. They occupied the best apart- 
ments in his house, and ordered tho 
choicest fare. The cook busied herself 
in setting be fore them a most miserable 
dinner, and our host did the same by 
two bottles of execrable wine. Tho 
islanders eat and drank with tho most 
perfect satisfaction. But the reckon- 
ing; Upon this head the host was 
quite at euse. The next morning his 
enormous charges were paid with tho 
utmost indifference. Thus far all was 
excellent: but Van Rysvoort, unused 
to such birds (if Paradise, feared every 
moment they might depart, and conti- 
nue their journey to Brussels. He 
\ ery sagely concluded that the English- 
men did not cross the sea to see Ostend 
merely, and to pay roundly for his had 
cheer. 

The pair, however, showed no signs 
of departure : a diligence offered them 
every opportunity. The Englishmen 
remained quietly ; all intercourse with 
the townspeople they avoided - the 
sights they troubled themselves not at 
all about. Everyday they walked into 
thecountry, and ate and drank, smoked, 
slept, and read the papers, and lived as 
quietly and peaceably us angels. No 
letters came to them — they sent none 
oft'; the world was dead to them, and 
they were dead to tho world. 

Every third morning they regularly 
paid their bill ; took nothing off, &l- 
though the landlord daily charged a 
threefold price for everything. Van 
Hvsvoort spoko usually but little too, 
and troubled himself about his guests 
still less, since they paid so well; but 
these selfsame Englishmen took up all 
his attention. He puzzled his brain 
over and over again, aud al last took 
his wife into l is councils; but as they 
could not ev u conjointly solve the 
mystery, the , consulted with friemUi 
and neighbow upon what thoso Eni 
glishmeu could possibly bo doing at 
Ostend. "They are spies," said ono. 
"Birds of flight*, who are escaping pun- 
ishment," suit I others. 

At last the town-olerk, who had been 
some years in England , settled the mat- 
ter. 

"Bo not trouble your heads; I'll toll 
you what these two Englishmen are 
—they are nothing more nor less than 
mad Englishmen. Bo you know what 
that means? Listen, and I'll tell you. 
I knew in London a man who, in his 
old age, took to leading such a beggar- 
ly life, that for fifteen years he lived as 
the most wretched of paupers. From 
his fellow beggars lie received every 
sort of annoyance; his mode of life 
brought on him c'lclgellinga and im- 
prisonments; but he still persisted. 
At last one morning he was found in a 
lane frozen dead ! Aud listen, he left 
a will—valid, and drawn up by a nota- 
ry -in which he disposed of more 
than .£50.000 to a village he had never 
seen nor known. Confess that that 
was a mail Englishman. Such are 
those now lodging in the Scheldt." So 
spoke this clever man. 

Bnt'Yan Rysvoort answered, "Mad or 
not, they are good eitstoineis; they live 
and pay" well, never complain, olid if I 
on ly for five years could keep such guests 
I should become a made man." 

A week after this consultation, and 
three after their arrival, the Englishmen 
called their host, and thus addressed him: 
"Hew Van Rysvoort, your hotel pleases 
us very much, and if our proposition 
pleases you wo may continue our acquaint- 
ance with each other." 

"My lords," answered tho 'delighted 
host , with a low obeisance, "I am quite at 
your disposal ; say your wishes and they 
shall become mine, for I know what I 
owe to Buch distinguished guests." 

"My good friend." said the littlo fat 
man, "your hotel is by no means so largo 
as it ought to be; you know you have but 
three apartments iu which a gentleman 
can be accommodated, and these look up- 
on the street. The rattle of carts and 
carriages makes noise without ond. We 
love quiet— we arc here every instant dis- 
turbed— our health must sink under it. 
In short, the noise is unbearable.". 

"Iain very sorry to hear it, my lord: 
what can I do 1 l'ou are quite right. I t 
is true the traQic is without, end, but 1 
cannot shut up the street." 

"Certainly not; but tho thing is not so 
difficult after all." 

"What does my lord mean?" 
"The cost cannot be important, and wo 
will willingly bear tho half." 

"Pray continue, my lord." cried outthe 
landlord with u frankness and warmth 
most unusual to him. 

"You havo behind your bouse a small 
garden in which nothing prows; the old 
wall is also in ruins. Gould you not 
build there a small house, with three com- 
fortable rorim't, and there we shall find a 
quiet lodging? If you freely give into 
our plan, as wo have said, wo will pay 
half. When we leave tlio house will be- 
long to you; but should tins not, please 
you we must go, although wo would will- 
ingly remain." 

Van Rysvoort seized eagerly upon the 
proposal", finding Ids own advantage in 
every view; b kept Ids customers, end 
enlarged his htiUBO at their expense. 

The sumo i iningthe honest Van Rys- 
voort consult . with a builder, who at 
one and the same time was his gossip and 
godfather. Tho builder set briskly to 
work next morning; for tho Englishmen 
would admit of no delay, nnd as they 



marked out tho ground, all was quickly 

in progress. 

I'roiu morning to night Mr. Richard 
Mowbray and Mr. William Feutberington 
never left tho workman. Van Rysvoort 
took great- interest in what was going on, 
but said nothing. It is true he was not 
quite contented that the haste with which 
tho Englishmen hurried on the building 
gave no great guarantee for its durability. 
Ho would have been better pleased, per- 
haps, had tho building not been raised 
quite so much in the corner by the old 
wall, ami that it had been carried up a 
story or so higher; but his guests wore 
inexorable and would only allow of one 
floor. In fourteen days the garden-house 
was cpmpletod as if by magic Tho Eng- 
lishmen were so delighted that they took 
immediate possession. 

Van Rysvoort and his wife wero now 
convincod that none but mad Englishmen 
would leave a good dry house for a now 
and wet one. However, that was tho busi- 
ness of his guests and being toall appear- 
ance a freak, they rosolvod that it should 
be well paid for. Tho entire building, 
according to the accounts of tho artificers 
employed, upon it, cost 2,37-1 florins — a 
sum which tho innkeeper considered so 
unreasonably low, thai he increased it to 
4,7-18 florins' -for his own benefit. Mon- 
Htrousas was the bill presented to them, 
the Englishmen paid it, tho avaricious 
host, consoling his conscience with there- 
flection, that it was all littlo enough for 
accommodating such crazy lunatics with- 
in his premises. 

This matter being settled, the English- 
men, now installed in their garden-house, 
seldom made their appearance out of it. 
They ate, drank, smoked and read the pa- 
pers' as usual: butt lie most curious part 
of the story is, that they allowed no one 
to enter, and oven made tho beds them- 
selves. 

All this time their accommodation was 
not of the best order. Perhaps the Fran 
Van Rysvoort wished to try how littlo 
they could be pleased with. Nothing 
could bo worse than their eating and wine; 
for honest Van Rysvoort's reasoning was, 
that before mad Englishmen should 
drink of a good vintage, they must learn 
to value it. The facility with which they 
paid his double charges was only equaled 
by the uneomplainingnoss with which 
they swallowed ids ill-prepared viands. 

Tho more shamolessuoss he exhibited 
the greater boeanio tin' forbearance of his 
guests. The brain of mina host was al- 
ways at work to solve so much mystery; 
he even ventured to display a certain 
dogged anger; still he moved not tho 
equanimity of his customers. The most 
puzzling and annoying circumstance was 
the making of their own beds. Why did 
they always keep themselves fast luoko d 
in V* Why did they burn a light nil night ? 
They moved into the garden for quiet 
sleep; and yet since they had possession 
they appeared to sleep not at all! Van 
Rysvoort lost himself in wild conjecture. 
ELe stood at his window for whole nights 
watching the light in the Englishmen's 
room; and at last so puzzled his senses 
with his guests, that ho could no longer 
enjoy life. The bewildered and torment- 
ed landlord now took a good friend or two 
moro into his counsels, and the result of a 
long deliberation was that tho two Eng- 
lishmen wore neither more or loss than 
false coiners. Van Rysvoort, not a little 
alarmed at this verdict, passed in review 
the whole of the gold pieces he had re- 
ceived from t ho Englishmen, but found 
amongst them not a suspicious piece. 
Urged by his thrifty hotter half, ho took a 
guinea to a neighboring .Tow monoy- 
ciiangor to ascertain its weight and purity. 
The Jew made every usual tost, but de- 
clare 1 it good. Now was the innkeeper 
quite at his wit's cud; so was his wife, and 
so was his gossip and godfather, tho 
builder. 

Things went on in this manner until tho 
middle of October, when tho Englishmen 
suddenly changed their mode of living. 
Each bought a gun all 1 a shooting pouch 
and went out but never together — as 
they said, to spurt upon the dunes and 
canals. At last, 0oo availing Mr. Eeather- 
ingtoii collect the innkeeper, and informed 
him that they were both going upon a 
three-days' shooting excursion. 

And sure enough, the following morn- 
ing, long before Miniiso, a carriage was 
waiting at the door, and the Englishmen, 
in full sporting trim, jumped into it, and 
drove off. 

So precipitate were they, that tho inn- 
keeper had tiaie to make thorn his low- 
est bow, nor to wish them a pleasant jour- 
ney. During tlit? next three days. Van 
Rysvoort was hi a state of considerable 
perplexity. The englishmen had takou 
away the key of the gnrileh'-house; 
and a hard struggle ensued in his breast 
between curiosity and discretion. Curiosi- 
ty said, break open the garden-house; dis- 
cretion said, such an intrusion would lose 
him his guests, 

Wednesday, the fourth day from tho 
departure of the Englishmen .arrived, and 
still they did nol appear. In the even- 
ing a council was held in the inn; tho sit- 
ting was long and stormy; all sorts of 
surmises and strange hypotheses were in- 
dulged in. 

On the Thuijsdivy, Van Rysvoort put on 
his greatcoat most Wofnlly, and went to 
give information to the police Ho, how- 
over, took this step very unwillingly, as 
he wisely calculated that, in the event of 
his guests having mel with an untimely 
end, lie could not quietly possosshimself of 
their valuables. The commissary and » 
gens-d'armes attended at the inn to clear 
up the mystery. 

As a mallei- of farm, three knocks at the 
door summoned a surrender. Of no use- 
no reply. Then, r.i a matter of course, 
followed the forcing the entrance. The 
happy, long-wishod-for moment was now 
arr.ved, Lo! w-liat came' to sight ? Noth- 
ing, literally nothing! 

Tho polioe functionaries and the inn- 
keeper started back in amazement. Then 
followed n long-drawn breath from the 
head over-head peeping band of curious 
friends and relatives pressing on the back- 
ground- A gendarme drew his sword and 
valiantly rushed into the apartments. But 
there was nothing to encounter but two 
empty trunks and an open letter. With 
theso trophies he hurried back. A new 
movement then look place. The commis- 
sary read as follows: — 

My dear Van Rysvroot — Convinced that 
you are as well versed in tho chronicles 
of your town as you ore in your ledger, 
of whoso exactitude you havo left us noth- 
ing to doubt, it iu,.v be useless to tell you 
that Ostend, in tho beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, was mixed up in the war 
Hum raging between Spain and Holland.

Onco upon our 
track, wo lost no time in installing our- 
selves in your inn, and soon found rea- 
son to be satisfied with our operations. 
We have succeeded, without giving rise 
to any suspicions, in obtaining possession 
of the treasuros so long and deeply buried 
in (d)livion, and in appropriating thorn to 
ourselves, their right destination.

In the fur- 
thest room you will find a portion of tho 
floor broken up; yon will also find a hole 
ten feet deep, at the bottom of which lies 
an iron chest. We took our timo in re- 
moving tho old ducats of Charles V. Tho 
eho-t we bequeath to you, with tho recom- 
mendation that you will lill up tho chasm 
again at your convenience, 

In the hope of never soeing you again, 
with our hoarty farewell, wo give you 
leave to call us, and to speak of us as the 
"Mad Englishmen."

It is said that tho least 
derangement of machinery makes the ves- 
sels unfit to weather heavy gales. As the 
liiiRlish steamers do BO. much freight and 
passenger traffic, it becomes a matter of 
Internationa' importance that thoy should 
be properly constructed. At nil events, 
it won id seem that English builders would 
themselves very soon learn the necessity 
for changing their style of construction, 
and providing some shape which, if not 
affording so much speed, shall at least 
guarantee moro security to life and pro- 
perty.
